It succeeded momentarily and obliged the 
Russians to withdraw to prevent encircle 
ment in the bulge created in the advance 
from Zhitomiy during the early part of the 
week, But with the capture of Korosten, 
Rechitsa, and Ovruch, any hope the Nazi 
high command may have had of turning 
this local success into-a serious threat to 
Russian strategy in the western Ukraine 
was dissipated, leaving General Nikola! Va- 
tutin’s ripht flank safely anchored against 
the Pripet Marshes.
